Deathof 'W. H. D, Galllard.

“-TIn the death of W. H. D, Gaillard, Esq.,
which occurred af- the residence of his
daughter, Mrs. J..J. 8itton, in the town of
Pendleton, on Thursdey afternoon;, the 11th
inst., after an illness ofa'few days, the
‘'community has lost one of its most vener-
able and respected citizens. Mr. Gaillard
'was born in the city of Charleston on the
10th day of September, 1821, and was there-
fore entering his eightieth year. He re-
moyved to-this county as a young man, and
-married Miss Sallie Bloan, a dgsught-er of
the late Benjamin F. Sloan, of Pendleton,
and has since resided at Pendleton, where
for many years he has been one of her
most prominent and infHuential citizens.
As a member of the Pendleton Farmers'
Bociety, he took an earnest part in the pro-
ceedings of this organization, and was for
years its presiding officer. He wa a prom-
nent member of the Masonic fraternity,
and was a constant representative from
hislodge in the Grand Lodge of the State,
As one of the vestrymen of 3t. Paul's
Episcopal Church, he was one of the most
devoted and earnest of its members, and
was repeateﬂlf) a delegate to the Conven-
tions of the Diocese, He was for man
years a magistrate and trial justice, an
made n model officer, displaying always
fine judgment and meting out exact jus-
tice until he resigned the office, and de-
clined & re-appointment.

Mr, Gaillard, as a young man, was iden-
tified with the efforts to build the Blue
Ridge Railroad, and this circunmsiance
was, - perhaps, the'leading canse which
brought him to Anderson County. He
occupied various positions in the devel-
opment of the enterprise, and was, at the
beginning of the war, made Supsrinten-
dent of the road, s position which he held
up to the time that the road wentinto
bankruptcy, as the result of the disasters
of the war. Mr, Gaillard possessed a most
remarkable memory, which for delail
and accuracy is seldom equalled. He was
a gentleman of the old school—true and
admirable in all of the relations of life.
His remains were interred in 8t. Paul's
Cemetery, in Pendleton, on last Friday
afternoon, and a large concowrse of those
who knew and esteemed him in life, gath-
‘ered to attest their respect for his memory.

We learned that
Miss Wickliffe had been slck for several
days just before the exhibilion, and was
hardly able to attend the public exercise,
buc there was no noticeable deficiency in
her work. The entire programme was
splendid. At night the following pro-
gramme was rendered before an audience
even much larger than that which had at-
tended during the day: Song—Moon on
the Lake, by twelvegirls.

CALHOUN FALLS OITY,

EpiTor INTELLIGENCER: Some three
weeks ago I stated in an interview pub-
lished in your paper that I would, from
time to time, furnish such information as
the public may desire to know regarding
the movements of the Western Carolina
Land and Improvement Company in the
development of the new town (at the
crossing of the Georgla, Carolina &
Northern and Port Royal & Western Car-
olina Railroads in Abbeville County, near
the Savannah River) the neme of which
is, and hereafter to be known as Calhoun
TFalls, South Carolina.

It is contemplated to utilize the water
power by placing a large electricnl plant
at or near the river, and furnish power to
any and all enterprises'that will be located
in the town at & very moderate cost, 50 aa
to enable manufacturers of all articles to
compete with those who claim to have su-
perior ndvnntaEaa in the way of cheap coal,

To argue that for convenience, relia-
bility and cheapness, water-power is the
most economic, would only be a waste of
time, and I will here quote the opinion
of the highest authority in the land on
such subjects. In an interview published
in the Manufacturer's Record in March
last, Mr. Thomas A. Edison, in speaking
of the numerons water-powers of the
Piedmont section and their great value as
factors in industrial development, said
that e strong, unfailing water-power
within a few miles of a town, is the most
economic agency for penerating electric
power, and for illumination of any now
known, hence it is very clear, and every-
one familiar with the property will read-
ily admit that nowhere in the South is a
spot to be found that can offer stronger
inducements to mannfacturers than will
present themselves at Calhoun Falls, and
all will agree with me, when stating that
Calhoun Falls is destined to becomse a
large and prosperous industrial and com-
mercial center in the near future. We
are living in & more advanced age; the
art of town building has become a science
of late years, and the reason why the new
towns are eclipsing the old, arise from a
variety of causes. In the firat place rail-
rroads haye entirely changed previous]
established - conditions; the old time vil-
lages and country towns, with here and
there an exception, were located without
reference either to industrial or commer-
cial growth, The new fowns are being
located with reference to- their fitness for
accommodatiog manunfactoring plants, for
sustaining trade and for home sites.

The result is that topographical fitness
is a great factor in the selection of town
sites nowadafs. whereas, formerly towns

rew by accldent, and usunally at points
east suitable for centers of population.
But the main point in favor of the new
towns, next to railroad facilities, prox-
imity to raw material, topograpﬁy and
cheap power, lies in the power of concen-

In the old towns there are cliques and
factions, feuds, rivalries and jealousies.
A. B. has outl%ing land at one end of the
town, and C. D. has an adjacent farm at
the other end. O.D. opposes every im-
provement scheme that may eventuate in
the enhancement of the value of the’
property of A. B., and vice versa.

In the new towns, however, there are
no sach rivalries, Asarule alurge acreage
is purchased by & Company, due atten-
tion is paid to healthfalness, to drain-
gge, to attractions of environment, to
sites for -industries, to areas for business
Eurposes, to convenient places to build

ouses, in short every feature tending

towsrds rapid growth and development
is carefully considered by the manage-
ment.,

The Company owning all the land in
sight isin a position not only to donate
free sites to manufacturers, but to take
stock in new enterprises. The new South
or more nrolperlﬁ aﬁuking the awakened
Bouth, is being built up by the enterprise
of her own people and level-headed inves-
tors from other sectlons of the Union.
More or less European capital is bein

ut into Southern lands, mines, mills an
actories, but Enrope's real part in the
South’s development has yet to be played.
Well-informed forelgners are already
pretty familiar with the South’s merits
ps afipld for investment and enterprise,
but when this section comes to be as well
advertised as the West has been, Europe’s
millions will need no urging to seck new
homes in this, the most favored region of
the new world.
